F THE finish on the oak floor hag 
become so soiled that it seems nec- 
essary to remove it, do not use lye 

or caustic potash as these darken the 
flooring and will ruin the surface so 
that it wiH require treatments with 


acids and alkali to restore the natural 
light color of the oak. 

It will be better to scrub the floor 
with wood alcohol, then bleach it with 
oxalic acid. Put one ounce oxalic acid 
crystals in ar eight-ounce bottle of 
water for a saturated solution and add 
as much of this as required to the 
water used. 

After the floor is thoroughly dry ape 
ply the original finish.
